FLORIDA DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


I've been following with consid- 
erable interest the reports in var- 
ious farm and trade journals con- 
cerning radical new developments 
and methods in’ livestock produc- 
tion. 

The latest to come.to my atten- 
tion is a “pork factory” described 
in a full page ad in the April issue 
of the National Hog Farmer. ‘If 
this sort of a hog production fa- 
cility should take hold in a big 
way throughout the hog and corn 
belt, I can visualize ‘swine produc- 
tion developing somewhat along 
the lines of the present “broiler 
factory” which has revolutionized 
the poultry business in recent 
years. 

Like other modern equipment 
that has enabled our American 
farmers to greatly increase pro- 
duction, the “pork factory” is go- 
ing to increase the investment re- 
quired to raise hogs by this meth- 
od. However, if the results justify 
the necessary capital outlay, I ex- 
pect to see progressive hog raisers 
going into this type of* operation 
on a large scale.

“Pork Factory” buildings are 
offered in two sizes, one 62 feet 
long with space for 288 finished 
hogs, and one 92 féet long for 432 
finished hogs. The pens have 
slotted floors, the latest thing, by 
the way, in sanitary engineering 
for more efficient livestock quart- 
ers. The building has controlled 
temperature ‘and ventilation, auto- 
matic feeding and watering, with 
manure disposal through the slot- 
ted floors. 

The use of-slotted floors for beef 
animals was being researched last 
year at the San Juan Basin exper- 
iment station “of Colorado State 
University, and for lambs at Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute which 
has been getting ‘two crops of 
Tambs.a year. Both experiments 
appeared to be very successful. 

Interest in slotted floors has be- 
come so great ‘in the corn belt that 
materials and equipment suppliers 
are offering both wood and meta? 
shapes for their construction. 

At the University of Illinois a 
113-day study, showed a big labor 
saving. where |slottea floors are 
used in a swine building. The slot- 
ted floor required only 1% minutes: 
a day for cleaning, compared with 
17. minytes a day for cleaning a 
hard-surface floor. wever, at 
the end of the 113-Gay tést, one 
full 8-holr day was devoted to 
«feaning under the slats. Even. so, 
fhe daily average was raised to 
nly 5% minutes. $ i 
SN E , | 

Tm expecting to hear one of 
these days that one of our enter- 
prising Florida cattlemen has. 
started a feeding operation similar 
-to one which has produced start- | 
ling results out in Texas. ` 


„As reported in a recent issue of 
Farm Journal, the Spur, Texas, 
Experiment Station is providing 
that you don't need grazing land 
for a successful cow-calf operation. 
After three years of testing, their 
cows and calves'in a drylot are do- 
ing better than those on the range. 

When you think of what it would 
cost today to acquire sufficient 
land to get into the cattle business 
in the. conventional manner with 
adequate grazing acreage, you can 
see the advantage of a drylot for 
beef cows. 

Compared with the range meth- 
od, the Texas drylot report shows: 
a higher percent calf crop; heavier 
calves .at weaning; improved 
breeding efficiency; control of feed 
supply; more flexibility for expan- 
sion, and less capital investment. 

There is one problem, however. 
Someone has to be on hand 365 
days a year to feed those cows.

I note a report from ‘Nice, 
France, that a super market there 
has had to abandon a plan to have 
customers take a punched card 
with each‘item they Selected. The 
cards provided. detailed informa- 
tion on sale, tax, stock, and margin 
for management. 

The store management liked the 
system but the customers rebelled. 
Too much time was required to 
run the cards through tabulation 
at the checkout cqunter.
